In Tour of Ohio He Makes Stand- 
ard Oil Head and Carnegie 
His Chief Theme. 


SAYS FOES ARE UNMASKED 


Rockefeller Favors Taft Because Taft 
Favors Trusts, He Asserts—Big 
Crowds Cheer Him. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 
J. Bryan to-day seized upon 
tions of John D. Rockefeller 
Carnegie in favor of Judge 
theme for his speeches in his tour of Ohio 
to-day. He charged that their support of 
the Republican candidate was proof of 
an alliance of that party with the trusts. 

The journey through the State to-day 
Was a repetition of his visit a week ago. 
Great demonstrative crowds turned out 
everywhere to greet him. He made ten 
speeches at Napoleon, Toledo, Bowling 
Green, Findlay, Fremont, Sandusky, 
Bellevue, Lorain, and here. At some of 
the places Jere Sullivan, State Chairman 
of Iowa, made overflow talks. 

Mr. Bryan had a pleasant surprise at 
Toledo when he founi M. B. Bacon 
that city, a brother-in-law of the 
President Cleveland, on the 
committee.

“The morning papers publish a state- 
ment from Mr. Rockefeller, giving rea- 
gons for supporting Mr. Taft. He says: 


If for no other reasons I support Mr. Taft 
because on comparing him personally with 
Mr. Bryan, his chief opponent, I find the bal- 
ance cf fitness and temperament entirely on 
his side. The election of Mr. Taft will, I 
believe, make for law and order and stabil- 
ity of business. He is not a man inclined to 
rash experiments or to impede a return of 
prosperity by advocating measures as sub- 
versive of industrial progress. 

“There are several things about this 
statement that deserve attention. The 
first clause says if for no other reason. 


But there is another reason. He is for 
Mr. Taft because Mr. Taft is for him. 
He is for Mr. Taft because Mr. Taft is 
in sympathy with the trusts. Mr. Taft 
has been making speeches for many 
weeks, and he has not yet dwelt upon the 
iniquities of the trusts or pointed out 
the injustice done to the American people 
by them. No wonder Mr. Rockefeller is 
for Mr. Taft. 


Rockefeller Statement 


“Again, Mr. Rockefeller says 
Taft's election will make for law and or- 
der. This is false. Mr. Rockefeller’s cor- 


oration is the most notorious law- 
reaker in the United States, and he is for 
Mr. Taft because he does not want the 
law enforced. If he thought that Mr. 
Taft would enforce the law against 
Standard Oil Company and favor the en- 
actment of more stringent laws against 
the Standard Oil Company, as I do, he 
would not be for Mr. Taft. 

“Mr. Rockefeller also says that 
Taft's election will make for stability of 
business. What kind of business? Sta- 
bility in the trust business is what he 
means. He thinks that Mr. Taft's elec- 
tion will enable the trusts to get a 
tighter strangle grasp upon the American 
people and put their extortion upon a 
more permanent foundation, 

“He says that Mr. Taft is not 
inclined to rash experiments. 
have omitted the word ‘rash,’ for Mr. 
Taft is not in favor of any kind of ex- 
periment in the way of remedial legisla- 
tion. He does not propose remedies. He 
simply glories in the past and wants to 
leave conditions as they are. 

“Mr. Rockefeller says that Mr. Taft 
‘would not advocate measures subversive 
of industrial progress. But what is in- 
dustrial progress? 
ress to allow one corporation to swallow 
up or bankrupt all of the other corpora- 
tions and then hold the country at its 
mercy? Is it industrial progress to de- 
stroy competition and close the door of 
opportunity to the young men of the 
country? Is it industrial progress to de- 
stroy industrial independence and estab- 
lish a despotism of monopoly? 


Tearing off the Mask, 


“The Democrats have reason to be 
grateful to Mr. Rockefeller for tearing 
the mask off the Republican campaign 
and revealing the duplicity that charac- 
terized it. Instead of openly attacking 
the side of monopoly the Republican or- 
Ganization has kept up @ pretense of re- 
form, and Mr. Roosevelt rushed into the

(THE LUCKENBACH AT SAN JUAN 


Fire in Steamer’s Hold Hold Still Burning— 
Her Passengers Safe. 


BAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Oct. 30. 
steamer S. V. Luckenbach, from New 
York for San Juan, arrived ‘here last 
night with the fire in her hold still burn- 
ing. All her passengers and crew are 
well. 

The fire was discovered at 4 o'clock In 
the morning of Oct. 26, when the vessel 
was 580 miles south of Sandy Hook. Tha 
passengers were at once awakened, and} 
the small boats were brought out, pro- 
visioned, and made ready to lower away 
in case it shoulj become necessary to 
abandon the steamer. 

At 6 o'clock in the morning of the 26th 
the steamer Philadelphia of the Red D 
Line was sighted, and the plight of the 
Luckenbach was signaled to her. The 
Philadelphia answered: ‘“‘I am coming 
alongside,”” She drew near and acted as 
a@ convoy until the Luckenbach reached 
here. “Both vessels came into port to- 
gether. 

The heat and smoke from the fire forced 
the passengers to withdraw from thei: 
cabins, and temporary cots and eating 
tables were plated on the promenade deck 
for trem. The passengers numbered in all 
thirty-one. 

The cause of the fire is not known. 
The officers did not dare to open the 
hatches to combat the fire in the fear 
that the draught thus created would fan 
the flames. Holes were bored in the deck 
and all the steam !{t was possible to spare 
from the engines was forced through 
them into the hold.

lal place. The two accordingly set out with knap- 
sacks on thefr backs for the forest of Argonnes, 
where the ancestra] field is situated; but when near 
Verdun are arrested as Prussian spies—the story ts 
laid in 1874—and haled before the local maire.

Two Swedish women just 
occupying the attention of the literary 
world of Europe—Elien Key and Selma 
Lageriof.

The sentiment of the sonnet is admirable, the tribute 
to gentle Elia justly deserved, and if some of the 
phrases have less of the poetic quality than many 
of the prose passages they preface, what matter? 

Mr. Swinburne has praise for some of the later 
Elizabethan scholars, notably Dyce and A. H. Bul- 
len, but he no longer regards Dyce as the safest of 
guides, as he did when he wrote his “Study of 
Shakespeare.” He has grown younger in his in- 
stincte and feelings. He cannot bear half praise of 
his demi-gods. So he now rejects Dyce’s judgment 
that Marlowe lacked comic genius. Of course, no 
book on Elizabethan literature from Swinburne would 
seem complete without a recurrence of his denuncia- 
tion of the mendacity and ignorance of the editors 
of the Shakespeare First Folio. Even if we do not 
accept all of his inferences as to their sins of omis- 
sion and commission, his condemnation of them is 
always refreshing and strikes a responsive note. Yet 
the First Folio is all we have, to speak of, and we 
must be content. 


The text of the present discourse (for the argu- 
ment is continuous and there is much about Dekker 
and Middleton in the chapter on Webster, much about 
Tourneur and Rowley in the chapters on Hey wood 
and Dekker) we find near the beginning of the 
chapter on Middleton wherein the author asserts that 
if England's greatest giory is her literature, and the 
greatest glory of her literature its poetry, the great- 
est glory of that poetry lies in its dramatic rather 
than its epic or lyric triumphs. The inference must 
be that the greatest glory of English poetry was en- 
compassed in the reigns of Elizabeth and the first 
James, for the sum of the later poetic drama is in- 
significant. We do not rank Dryden as a dramatist 
with the immortals. Mr. Swinburne by the 
way, say a good word, but a miid one, for mad Nat 


does 
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Lee, and he once classes Shelley among 
his dramatic poets beckuse of “The 
Cenci,” but elsewhere he puts him 
among the other poets. He says: 

The name of Shak re is above 
the names even of Milton and Cole- 

and Shelley; and the names of 
his comrades in art and their tmme- 
diate successors are above all but the 
highest names in any other province 
of our song, 

Of his demi-gods, Marlowe and Web- 
ster are op» the same plane. No others 
equal them. Marlowe he extols as the 
father of English tragedy and creator 
of English blank verse. For Marlowe's 
sake he denies greatness to Chaucer 
and Spenser. They lack sublimity, 
which is “the test of imagination as 
distinguished from invention or fancy.” 
Marlowe was the first English poet 
with sublime power. His “ majestic 
and exquisite excellence” relieves if 
not redeems “the stern monotony of 
Titanic truculence which blusters like a 
gimoon” through “ Tamburlaine.” We 
are grateful to Mr. Swinburne for his 
apt characterization of the quality of 
“ ‘Tamburiaine.” It explains why so few 
of us can read that tragedy in ten acts. 
But he declares that “ Tamburiaine,” 
nevertheless, contains “ perhaps the no- 
blest passage in the literature of the 
world.” 

Thus is the whole book written in an 
exalted mood. The mind of the writer 
and his heart are wholly possessed by 
his subject. The ignorance of Byron 
and Hallam, who thought ill of Mar- 
lowe, is contrasted with the wisdom of 
Goethe, who praised “Dr. Faustus,” 
and of Charles Victor Hugo, who trans- 
lated that strange work into French. 
This “ Faustus,” Swinburne says, is 
“of all great poems in dramatic form 
perhaps the most remarkable for abso-. 
lute singleness of aim and simplicity of 
construction; yet it is wholly free from 
all possible imputation of monotony or 
aridity.” The first two acta of “ The 
Jew of Malta,” he declares, “ would be 
sufficient foundation for the durable 
fame of a dramatic poet.” Milton alone, 
in blank verse, has “possibly sur- 
passed " the glory or the melody of pas- 
sages in the opening soliloquy of Ba- 
rabas. The better part of what is best 
in the serious scenes of “ King Henry 
VI,” not Shakespeare’g own, is, in 
Swinburne’s judgment, the work of 
Marlowe. He was the principal] author 
of “‘ The Contention,” on which the sec- 
ond and third parts of the Shakespeare 
play are founded. Scenes like that of 
the cruel murder of York and Mar- 
garet’s long soliloquy surely have the 
Marlowe quality, and so, for that mat- 
ter, has Gloster’s first soliloquy of 
“ Richard II.” 


Mr. Swinburne finds comic genius in 
Marlowe's “ outbreaks of unseemly but 
undeniable fun,” while in lyric poetry 
his “ Hero and Leander” stands alone 
in its age and “far ahead of the work 
of any possible competitor between the 
death of Spenser and the dawn of Mil- 
ton.” Charm, aptness, and dexterity of 
phrase fascinate the reader of this book. 
Swinburne has no doubt of his own 
judgments. He penetrates the myste- 
vies of the past with audacity and certi- 
tude. The accent of a certain unidenti- 
fied verse, for instance, is “ unmistak- 

* ably Dekker’s.” He needs no other than 
internal evidence to form an opinion. 
He acorns half measures in criticism. 
The subtlest, deepest, sublimest pas- 
sages in Webster can be matched only 
in Aeschylus, Dante, and Shakespeare. 
He will not hesitate to rank Sophocles 
beneath Webster, if need be, while 
Euripides, whom he always henestly de- 
Spised as cordially as George Borrow 
despised the Pope of Rome and Sir 
Walter Scott, he declares, is to the “ sec- 
ond tragic dramatist” of England “as 
a mutilated monkey to a well-made 
man.” 


For the other Elizabethan dramatic 
poets, Dekker, Marston, Middleton, 
Tourneur, Rowley, Chapman, Mr. Swin- 
burne has less praise, but any one of 
them, in hig esteem, outranks the little 
poets of a smaller age. He discards the 
sanest appreciation and the most ingen- 
fous assumption of the other great crit- 
ics, yet when an idea suits his fancy he 
adopts it whatever its source may be. 
For instance, Minto’s theory that 
George Chapman is the rival poet re- 
ferred to in Shakespeare's sonnets he 
accepts “as an ascertained and memo- 
rable fact.” 

Charles Lamb, though a master of 
hyperbole, when the #004 was on, is 
much nearcr to earth and every day hu- 
man nature In his notes on the Bliza- 
bethans. To be sure, taking sudden of- 
fense at the effigy and epitaph of Gar- 
rick in Westminster Abbey, Lamb de- 
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clared once that the playa of Shalb 
apeare are lese calculated fer performs 
ance on the stage than thvse of elmest 
any other dramatist. Yet. whe has writ- 
ten more wisely, more generously, of 
Shakespeare on the stage? Swinburne 
never gets down to the theatre. Lamb’s 
appreciations of the dramatists aré less 
fervi., less poetical, more easily compre- 
hensible to the common mind. Mar- 
lowe's Barabas impressed him as “a 
mere monster brought in with a painted 
nose to please the rabble”; .“ Tambar- 
laine” as “perfect midsummer mad- 
ness,” “ Faustus” as “an agony and a 
fearful colluctation.” Lamb opened the 
gates, to be sure, but Swinburne com- 
muned chiefly with his own aspiring 
soul when he entered. Still he lifts the 
appreciative reader to a high level. 

We would not have missed these es- 
says, which kindle anew one’s admira- 
tion for the wonderful magicians of 
words In the English Renaissance. They 
bring back the clow, the charm, the 
majesty of the old English drama. As 
for the morality of the poets they extol, 
it should be noted that some of the nov- 
elists and playwrights of eur little com- 
mercial hour are always trying to see, 
like Hannibal Chollep, how near they 
can come to a mark without hitting It; 
and their mark is the public conscience. 
Some gay before long there will be an- 
other vigorous uprising egainst vicious 
books and plays. The Elizabethans 
wrote honestly in the manner of their 
generally unrefined era. 

To be sure, there is going to be no 
general revival of Interest in the Elisa- 
bethan drama. That Is impossible. But 
it ls @ part of literary culture to know 
these poets as it is a part of culture in 
the fine arts to know the Van Eycks, 
Memling, and the early Italians. The 
triptych in the Ghent Cathedral may not 
be a model for modern painters; its 
symbolism may be archaic, but it is 
well for the art student to know it, to 
understand its inspiration, to stady its 
execution. Swinburne guides us to a 
study and comprehension of a form of 
literary art now extingt, and helps us 
to comprehend its beauty.

Thomas Nelson Page Points Out’ 
Some Interesting Tendencies 
of the Day—The Novel 
of the Future. 


i Hi New South” is a phrase 
one frequently hears, and it 
usually suggests the idea of 
& great section of the United 
States which is undergoing 

an industrial awakening of & more or 
less marked character. From this New 
South one imagines that much, if not 
all, of the picturesque sentiment which 
distilled such a refreshing fragrance 
over the old plantation days of romance 
has disappeared, while in its place has 
arisen an era of hard fact, a period in 
which the development of the practical 
is the dominant note. 

It is interesting to find, however, from 
some of the present leaders of Southern 
thought what a very partial truth is 
conveyed in this limited notion of the 
evolution of the practical below Mason 
and Dixon’s line. Just now there is 
visiting in New York a Southerner who 
ig generally taken as being altogether 
typical of the new and the old forces 
which are at work in his part of the 
country. It was something like a quar- 
ter of a century ago that Thomas Nel- 
eon Page started, with Cable and Miss 
Murtfree, the vogue of the realistic ro- 
mance in the South, doing for Virginia 
in literature what some years before 
had been done by Bret Harte for Call- 
fornia. Mr, Page's “ Marse Chan" has 
been followed by many another sketch 
from his pen depicting intimately the 
every-day life of Virginia as it was 
lived before and after the war. And 
now this exponent in fiction of “ Ole 
Virginia " is abandoning the field which 
has been peculiarly his own aad is em- 
barking upon a literary venture which 
geems to mark, in a way, the changed 
character of the people who are spoken 
of collectively as “The New South.” 

A New York hotel is but a sorry 
makeshift as a sctting for a man whom 
one wishes to see in his own particular 
environment. Mr. Page, however, car- 
ries the South with him, as it were, and 
listening to his delightfully Bouthern 
intonation of words, and watching his 
charming courtesy of manner, Virginia 
does not seem far to seek, even though 
one has to pierce the walls of the Ho!l- 
land House reception room to find it. 
When the writer met Mr. Page the lat- 
ter had just returned from delivering a 
lecture before the Graduates’ Club in 
New Haven. Anything so formal as a 
lecture somehow seemed foreign to 
this thoroughly genial gentleman whose 
merry eyes and engaging smile are 
scarcely fashioned to convey the solem- 
nity of demeanor which fraditionally 
marks the lecturer. If Mr. Page does 
lecture, one keeps thinking, it mast be 
quite @ conversational affair, a sort of 
intimate exchange of thought between 
platform and auditorium and not a lect- 
ure at all. 

“I was given carte blanche es to my 
subject,” explained Mr. Page tn happy 
mood, “ and I chose a theme over which 
I have been working for a long time, 
the theme of my last book, ‘ Robert E. 
Lee, Southerner.’ The generalship of 
Lee has been frequently a matter of 
controversy, and the feature which I 
am particularly desirous of calling at- 
tention to in the study of his military 
career is the resources at his command 
throughout the war. It is when one 
realizes the extreme poverty of these 
resources that one marvels at the pro- 
longed campaign through which Gen. 
Lee fought—an achievement altogether 
that places his name with the names of 
the very greatest military leaders in 
history, in spite of the lack of any 
great specific victories in battle which 
marked his career." 

But it was not of past history that 
Mr. Page chose to talk at length, nei- 
ther was it of literature. He soon left 
the problefn of Lee’s generalship to 
plunge eagerly into the politics of the 
hour, canvassing the merits of the va- 
rious candidates and inquiring ear- 
nestly as to the political situation in 
New York City and State. His inter- 
est in and knowledge of politica) detatls 
emphasized the intensely practical side 
of the scholar.a4nd man of letters, and 
somewhat turned the tables on his 
would-be interviewer.

Iie died some fifteen or twenty years 
ago, Dut his influence is stil] felt among 
us. He was the first of our writers to 
treat his subjects realistically, the first 
to write intimately of Virginia life. 
From his influence have been developed 
such writers as James Lane Allen and 
John Foz, Jr., in Kentucky; Cable in 
Louisiana, Joel Chandler Harris ip 
Georgia. 

“Most of our work In this preseat 
reriod bas been the portrayal of life as 
it is characteristically found in the dif- 
ferent sections of the South, We have 
been painting the Virginian, the Leuis- 
fanian, the Kentuckian, the Georgias, 
as be actually exists to-day or as we 
believe him to have been im the past. 
With the growth ef the long zovel in 
contradistinction to the short story 
there will probably be a further devel- 
opment—the portrayal of a humanity 
which is not restricted to @ sectional 
canvas, not given up to @ study ef 
mere personal types. 

“TI have had something of this sort in 
my mind in my present novel, ‘John 
Marvel, Assistant,’ the serial publica- 
tion of which will begin in the Jamuary 
number of Scribner's Magazine. Here- 
tefore my work in fiction has been o¢- 
cupied with the portrayal of Virginian 
life and character. That has beeg my 
theme. In my new novel, however, the 
setting I have chosen, although stiil 
Virginian, is not what you might call 
sectional or local. It its primarily a 
love story, but a love story interwoven 
with the eterner questions of the day, 
which are rife just now from one end 
of the country to the other. In my

LOW IN HIS MIND 


Harvard Professor Has Doubts 
About the Future of the Coun- 
try and Must Needs De- 


liver His Soul. 


OUR essays by Prof. Barrett 
Wendell are contained in 
his book entitled “The 
Privileged Classes,’ (Charles 
Scribner’s Sons. $1.25,) the

Prof. Wendell read before the Twen- 
tieth Century Club of Chicago last Jan- 


uary. Besides this paper the volume 
contains a paper on “ Our National Su- 
perstition,” which was a commencement 
address at Haverford College in 1904; 
address on education, delivered be- 
fore the Graduate Club of Harvard in 
1904, and an article entitled “‘ The 
American Revolution.” All four essays 
are more or less related to the one topic 
of the present state of the American 
Nation and the National outlook. 

Prof. Wendell does not take a very 
cheerful view of the America of to- 
day; he apparently is of the opinion 
that we are still In the experimental 
stage, and that our democracy may not 
yet be called triumphant. He even dis- 
cusses the possibility of a revolution 
that would overthrow the Governnient 
as though it was something that cool- 
headed patriots must take into consid- 
eration, The country is seething with 
discontent, he says, and this discontent 
he interprets as meaning that the re- 
sults of democracy have not realized 
its aspirations and its hopes. 

To this definition many men, more 
practical and less whimsical than Prof. 
Wendell, will stoutly object. No sensl- 
ble man ever has expected the time to 
come when our democratic Government 
will run itself, working like a machine. 
In the very beginning one of the fathers 
gave warning that the price of liberty 
was eternal vigilance, and all through 
the years subsequent to his time this 
same wise counsel has been preached 
to the American people. 

We believe Prof. Wendell exaggerates 
the discontent, but be that as it may, 
he certainly misinterprets it if he se- 
riously believes It is symptomatic of 
revolution based on conviction that our 
democracy is a failure.

there is as yet no sign of the coming of

Dr. Osier’s present volume comprises 
thirteen essays on medical men, papers 

ad before various clubs and learned 

tieties in the twelve years between 
1894 and 1906, inclusive. The topics 
range in point of time from Fracastor 
to Dr. William Pepper. The author 
Offers opinions of Keats as apothecary 
and poet, and of Oliver Wendell Holmes 
as a scientist. Dr. Osler’s Harveian 
+ oration, delivered at the Royal Acad- 
emy of Physicians in London two years 
ago, is appended. 

The essays, inspired by a lifelong in- 
terest in biography, and addressed pri- 
marily to physicians and medical stu- 
dents, should be measured here by their 
interest for a wider reading public—an 
interest shared by all who have at heart 
the welfare of their fellows and can ap- 
preciate the opinions of a distinguished 
man with a forceful personality.

which we had wandered for 2,000 
years,” adds Dr. Osler of the new type 


of physician, “ he entered the promised 
land, and, under the leadership of Laen- 
nec and Louis, of Skoda and of Vir- 
chow, he saw the heathen dispossessed 
and the profession at last enter 
heritage of scientific medicine.” 

Dr. John Y. Bassett, the Alabama 
student of the title, studies under Louis 
and returns America to 
fevers in the South. Dr. Elisha Bart- 
lett, author and teacher, performs a 
similar service in New England. Dr. 
Alfred Stillé, also inspired by the 
Freneh scientists, makes Philadelphia 
the scene of his distinguished 
Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes was 
spicuous among the Americans who 
studied in France, and it will interest 
many to learn from Dr. Osler’s essay 
how noteworthy were the beloved “ Au- 
tocrat’s"’ labors for science.

to an understanding of the Far Eastern 
people are much sought after. To this 
Class we unhesitatingly assign the Rev. 
3. MacGowan's “‘Sidelights on Chinese 
Life,” (J. B. Lippincott Company,) for it 
ig an authoritative and illuminating book. 
The author has been for years associat- 
ed with the mission work in China, oper- 
ating under direction of the London Mis- 
@ionary Society, and he has written sev- 
@ral books about China which are highly 
Fegarded. His latest volume is an out- 
come of years of close observation and 
Careful study of the Chinaman as he ap- 
pears in his home, at his place of busi- 
ness or employment, and in a variety of 
* other situations. 

Mr. MacGowan begins his book by say- 
ing: “The Chinaman's mind is a pro- 
found and inexplicable puzzle that many 
have vainly endeavored to solve. He Is a 

» mystery, not simply to the foreigner who 
has beeh trained to more open methods 
of thought, but also to his own country- 
men, who are frequently heard to express 
their astonishment at some exhibition of 
Character that has never occurred to 
them during the whole of their oblique 
life.” From this view Mr. MacGowan 
does not diverge to the slightest extent 
fn the course of his analysis. In whatever 
relation he considers the Chinaman he 
invariably finds him inscrutable and with 
@ constitutional aversion to straightfor- 
Wwardness. It is impossible, he says, to 
be quite certain what a Chinaman means 
when he talks. From a straight line his 
mind stoutly recoils, and to make his 
purposes effective he proceeds with the 
most thorough indirectness he can devise. 

We have not space to summarize the 
eonclusions to which Mr. MacGowan's 
‘gtudy of the Chinese has brought him. 
‘We will content ourselves with a brief 
reference to what he thinks of the pre- 
diction some writers have made that a 
day will come when “ inspired by a spirit 
of war the Chinese will flash their swords 
in a wild conquest of the West.” Nothing 
of the sort ever will happen, Mr. Mac- 
Gowan says. In his view all the West 
has to fear from the Chinese is their 
interference in its labor markets. There 
is no warrant whatever, he thinks, for 
regarding the Chinese as undergoing a 
process of awakening that, when com- 
pleted, Would leave them a warlike people, 
bent on conquest and dangerous to the 
mations of the West. 


There is a bit of news for most persons 
in Henry C. Rowland’s “ Across Europe 
in a Motor Boat,” (D. Appleton & Co., $2.) 
The news is that there is a waterway 
through the heart of Europe along which 
small craft may proceed al) the way from 
Havre to the Danube, which ts tanta- 

mount to saying that in a proper boat 
one, starting from London, may sail com- 
pletely around the southern half of Con- 
tinental Europe. 

Undertaking to make this long journey 
one would go from London to Havre, 
thence up the Seine to Paris, thence 
up the Marne to its junction with the 
*“ Marne au Rhin Canal,’’ thence by canal 
to Strasburg, thence down the Rhine to 
the mouth of the Main, thence up the 
Main to Frankfort, entering there the an- 
cient Ludwigt Canal. Passing through 
this canal one would enter the Danube at 
Regensburg and thence sail down the 
Danube to Sulina. From Sulina the navi- 
gator would lay a course across the 
Black Sea to the Bosporus through which 
he would pass into the Sea of Marmora 
and the Dardanelles and then into the 
Mediterranean. Sailing through the Med- 
fterranean he would pass into the Atlantic 
at Gibraltar and thence go north to the 
point of starting.

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V. C. Scott O'Connor, who not long 
gave us a vivid picture of Burma and the 
Burmese, as they are in day, now 
gives us a work in which endeavors 
to bring back the past of He 
calls his work ‘“ Mandalay Other 
Cities of the Past in Apple- 
ton & Co.) 

In Burma, in the old days nobody could 
tell twelve months ahead where the capi 
tal would be. The life of a capital as a 
capital depended upon royal whim entire. 
ly. If the King made up his mind to have 
@ new capital he issued the necessary or- 
Gers, and presently moved to the new 
quarters, abandoning the old entirely. 
Both racial and spiritual forces were ef- 
fective in keeping up this migration, Mr 
O’Connor tells us. The Mongoloid hordes 
retained after settling in Burma some of 
the restless spirit that first sent them 
wandering over the world, and the Bud- 
ahist religion grafted upon this instinct 
Gisregard of merely material things, so 
that the people were more concerned 
with spiritual matters than with world- 
ly things ‘Hence,’ says Mr. O'Connor, 
“the nation arrived at permanence only 
in its sacred edifices, and the walls of its 
old cities alone challenge, with the num 
berless pagodas of Burma, the memory of 
its past 

In his opening chapters Mr. O'Connor 
gives us the details of the last capital 
migration in Burma. It took place in 1857, 
when King Mindon Min moved from Ama. 
pura to Mandalay. The King left Ama- 
pura because it “gave him the hump 
as pr put it In England. The city was 
associated In his mind with his brother's 
unfortunate reign and the humiliation of 
his country. It also was within sight and 
sound of the British steamers, for which 
the King had no liking. So he ordered a 
new capital, named it Mandalay, and took 
up his residence in it as soon as a tem- 
porary palace could be constructed for his 
accommodation. When he died in 1878 he 
had built up a beautiful city. How beau- 
tiful jt was those who never have seen it 
may conceive from a study of the excel- 
lent photographic views of it with which 
Mr. O'Connor illustrates his treatise. 

Of hardly less interest than his story of 
Mandalay are the stories Mr. O'Connor 
tellg of the older cities of Burma, such as 
Ave, Amarapura, Sagaing, Tagoung, and 
Pagan. All these stories, too, are freely 
illustrated; altogether there are 235 photo- 
graphic illustrations in Mr. O'Connor's 
book and eight colored plates, 
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Menry C. Shelley, author of “ Literary 
Bypaths in Old England” and of “ John 
Harvard and His Times,” has written an- 
etha® book about the Old Country, to 
which he has given the title “ Untrodden 
Eimgiish Ways,” (Little, Brown & Co., 
$2) He does not pretend to say that he 
as uncdvered a lot of things in England 
about which the world of recent days has 
had no knowledge; he simply says that in 
some of the out-of-the-way corners of 
the island he has come across buildings, 
ruins, pictures, statues, and other ob- 
jects associated with the history and 
romance of the English people which have 
escaped the attention of most persons of 
our time who have traveled in England. 

He has made his finds in all parts of 
the country, not excepting London. For 
example, he hag come upon a unique 
collection of wax figures stored in a little 
chamber in Westminster Abbey, and he 
feels sure, he says, that of the innumer- 
able thousands who have visited the 
abbey yearly in modern times very few 
have heard about these effigies. Years 
ago the chamber m which the wax fig- 
ures are kept was one of the show places 
of London, but perhaps because the ab-

environments and watch with the deepest 

erest the old expressions which

nature.’ 

In his book Mr. Briggs shows us how 
companionable-his two arts are, how each 
serves the other, and how the man that Is 
committed to them finds his days in the 
woods and along the streams full of de- 
light Where Mr. Briggs has fished tn 
Scotiand there also has he painted, and 
vice versa, and his book gives us charm- 
ing records of his achievements fn both 
respects. His pictures, which are repro- 
duced in color, are little gems. They will 
delight those who love beautiful land- 
scapes; but they will have a peculiar 
charm for the fisherman, for to him they 
will be bits out of a fisherman's paradise, 
As to Mr. Briggs’s proficiency as an 
angler no one will entertain a doubt who 

reads of his experiences with his rod and 
flies.

In a book entitled “Through Persia in 
a Motor Car,” (D, Appleton & Co., $4.50,) 
we have a translation by M. Beresford 
Ryley of an account written by Claude 
Anet of a journey taken by himself and 
six other Parisians. 

The title of this book is distinctly mis- 
leading, for we find on examination that 
the Parisians covered only a smal! part 
of their Persian trip in their motor cars. 
They left Paris bound for Ispahan and 
traveled as far as Ismailia by train and 
boat. They then took to their autos, 
purposing to use them to the greatest pos 
sible extent for the balance of their jour- 
ney; but on account of impassable roads 
and revolutionary outbreaks In the Cau- 
casus and inability to procure petrol after 
they had advanced a short distance intu 
the Shah's domains, they got very little 
good out of their machines. Practically 
all of the journey from Paris to Ispahan 
was made by train, boat, and bired car- 
riages. The miles run over by the motor 
cars in Persia were very few in com- 
parison with the distance traveled by 
diligence * 

The longest stretch ef continuous mo- 
toring accomplished by the tourists was 
done in Bessarabla. M. Anet's story of 
the Bessarabian trip reads like a chapter 
out of the story THz Ngw York Timzs 
published of the progreas of the Thomas 
car across Siberia, when it was compet- 
ing in the New York to Paris race. It is 
a story of hardship and adventure, of 
muddy roads and filthy inns, of empty 
stomachs and Impossible foods, of horri- 
bly dirty and vilely malodorous peas- 
ants. “ Man is surely the dirtiest animal 
m creation! exclaims M. Anet, as he 
recalls the asphyxiating odor that came 
from a crowd of Bessarabians who at 
one of the stopping places surrounded the 
motoring party. “ He is even the dirtiest 
thing on the surface of the globe,” M. 
Anet goes on to say, “ for the rain washes 
the stones in the roadway, while the Bes- 
garabian peasant when it rains merely 
geeks some shelter.”

Dorothy could never ave married the 
tragic young Indian who must go forth 





to the wilds to live and labor for his 
race, 

Mr. Frederick Burton in novelizing the 
“Strongheart’"’ drama (a work, by the 


way, carrying a vivid, virile quality quite 
independent of the play) develops Dorothy

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IS MARK TWAIN 
GREATEST EVER ? 


Daring Correspondent Seems to 
Question Verdict Delivered by 
Yale and Columbia Pro- 


fessors of Literature. 


New York Times Saturday Review of Books: 

8 a general rule, authors are 

undoubtedly able to endure 
with equanimity all the praise 
that the public and the critics 
are disposed to bestow upon 
them, and no author has exhibited this 
special] form of endurance in more heroic 
proportions than has Mark Twain. But 
even Mark Twain, endowed as he is with 
an acute sense of the ridiculous, must 
occasionally be stirred by an impulse to 
offer up the Spaniard’s petition, ‘‘O Lord, 
deliver me from my friends, my enemies 
I can take care of myself.”” It is almost 
as dangerous in literature as in politics to 
intrust one’s reputation to one’s personal 
friends and admirers, for in respect to 
the ultimate status of a literary reputa- 
tion, It is as unfortunate for an author 
to be damned by false praise as to be 
damned by faint praise. 

A few months ago Prof. William Lyon 
Phelps of Yale University made an an- 
nouncement, circulated by the daily press 
with the emphasis of large headlines, 
that he had reached the conclusion that 
Mark Twain is “ easily the greatest novel- 
isi in the history of this country’s liter- 
ature.” The originality of this sensation 
was somewhat impaired by a similar 
proclamation already issued by Prof. 
Brander Matthews of Columbia Univer- 
sity. For several years Prof. Mat- 
thews has played the rdéle of special 
advocate for the exaltation of Mark 
Twain to a toplofty literary fame that 
makes one’s head swim to contemplate 
it, and in comparison with which the 
quondam fame of a writer like Haw- 
thorne, for example, is reduced to pro- 
portions of the commonplace. Indeed, in 
the ebullient enthusiasm of these profes- 
sional critics for their new idol Haw- 
thorne seems to be dropped out of mind, 
or perhaps he is regarded by them as 
Mr. W. C. Brownell regards him, as “ out 
of the novelist's field altogether.” 

In a recent volume of essays entitled 
“Inquiries and Opinions,” Prof, Mat- 
thews pursues his favorite theme with a 
@evotion that would be beautiful if it 
were entirely free from the suspicion of 
bias. One long essay is given to the 
comparative study of Mark Twain, while 
im several other essays his “‘masterpieces” 
are used as a touchstone for critical 
judgments. The stress of the essay is 
to arouse a negligent public to a sense 
of the injustice and plebelan obtuseness 
of permitting the true greatness of Mark 
Twain, like the divinity of Apollo among 
the swineherds, to pass unrealized. In 
reality, we are told, Mark Twain is one 
of the great world authors, one who 
“is to be compared with the masters 
of literature,” who “is to be classed with 
Cervantes and Moliére,"’ with ‘‘ Chaucer 
and Fielding.”” In his representative ca- 
pacity he is, if not mankind's epitome, 
certainly America’s epitome, the “ em- 
bodiment of American,” yes, ‘“‘the very 
embodiment of Americanism,” yea, even 
he “has the very marrow of American- 
ism," possessing the essential qualities of 
Franklin, Emerson, and Hawthorne, and 
presumably of all the other Americans 
once thought great, possessing, in fact, a 
genius of truly cosmic comprehensive- 
ness. 

Of the works of Mark Twain, Prof. 
Matthews regards “ Huckleberry Finn” 
as his greatest “ masterpiece,” although 
“Tom Sawyer" and “ Pudd’nhead Wil- 
gon” are also great masterpieces, and 
“Invaluable contributions to American 
Uterature.”” For Huck Finn he expresses 
a profound admiration such as our for- 
bears were accustomed to express without 
shame for Shakespeare and Milton. His 
“ Odyssey of the Mississippi’ is nothing 
less than “a marvelously accurate por- 
trayal of a whole civilization,” and Prof. 
Matthews lanients that a perverse and 
blind generation has not discovered “ how 

t a book ‘Huckleberry Finn’ really 
how keen its vision of character” and 

“how sound its philosophy.” In com- 

on with “Gil Bilas,” for example, 

ts “ richer, deeper, finer, stronger.”” As 
to fits style, that is well-nigh incompar- 
able, Its scenes are “ powerful and most 
artistic.” Huck’s description of the 
storm, for instance, “ is one of the finest 
any of descriptive prose In all Amer- 
literature.” And as to other ™ great 
passages,” we are assured “it would be 
hard to find in any language better speci- 
mens of pure narrative.” After reading 
this dithyrambic description of the art, 
beauty, and profundity of “ Huckleberry 

Finn” one feels an uncomfortable em- 

barrassment in even mentioning in com- 

—? an ordinary classic like “ Adam 

ie” or “Henry Esmond.” What can 
poor Cordelia say? 

We have, then, a new literary classi- 
fication of which the makers of textbooks 
should take note. Cervantes, Moliére, 
Chaucer, and Mark Twain—"‘Don Quixote," 
“Tartuffe,” “The Canterbury Tales,” 
and “Hockleberry Finn.” Moreover, if 
















professors dealing with serious criticism, 
or are they indulging in Chestertonian 
paradox for the pleasure of the sensation 
it creates? Somebody has defined para- 
dox as “truth standing on her head to 
attract attention.” Is this the kind of 
truth that these critics are seeking in 
their specialized study of Mark Twain? 
Do these distinguished teachers present 
to the students in their class rooms this 
extravagant criticism and whimsical per- 
version of literary definitions and stand- 
ards? If so, then surely 


“The hungry sheep look up and are not 


fed, 
But swoln with wind and the rank mist 
they draw.” 


We have the right to expect from 
the universities wise leadership and 
guidance in the determining of literary 
values and the propagating of sound liter- 
ary principles. If we cannot depend upon 
our most prominent professors of litera- 
ture for sane and serious criticism, then 
literary critisicm and the teaching of liter- 
ture both will soon have to be accounted 
as helpless and hopeless forms of liter- 
ary endeavor.

INTERPLAY. A Novel by Beatrice Harraden.

NEW novel by Beatrice Harraden is 

something of an event in the world 

of books, and that her publishers are 
alive to this is amply proved by this ex- 
cerpt from their announcement: 

“In a novel dealing with the very latest 
social conditions, Miss Harraden tells a 
splendid love story, introduces to us 
delightful and interesting people, and ex- 
presses, as no one has before, the feel- 
ings and impulses that are moving mod- 
ern women.” 

Allowing for a natural enthusiasm, there 
is nothing radically untrue in this pleas- 
ant statement, provided one is willing to 
accept the complications of the story as 
“the very latest social conditions.” 

The heroine of “Interplay” Is not the 
first woman in fiction to advocate her 
right to “pass on” with the same freedom 
that men enjoy. In fact, so far from be- 
ing unusual, Harriet Rivers is a type of 
the modern heroine of drama and story. 
It is to Miss Harraden’s credit as an ar- 
tist that her theories do not triumph over 
her knowledge of humanity. She deals 
with a very old and vexed social question, 
but she deais with it in terms of in- 
dividuals rather than in the abstract. 

From the days of la dame aux camelias 
down to the present moment, authors have 
won sympathy for the fragile sister who 
has but six cardinal virtues. 

Harriet Rivers is a very fine, very no- 
bie, very beautiful woman, who ran away 
from an impossible husband, ts left strand- 
ed on the outskirts of society by the death 
of her lover, and takes up her life with 
the firm conviction that she had an ab- 
solute right to act as she did. “Interplay” 
finds her in love with an honest and 
honorable arctic explorer, who, inciden- 
tally, has something of a past himself. 
The outcome of It all really proves noth- 
ing except Miss Harraden's ability to 
write a very moving and interesting story. 

It was to be expected that woman's 
rights would come in for notice, but here 
again is the restraint of the artist. Mar- 
garet Tressider may have been a militant 
suffragette, but her wholly delightful wit 
and whimsical, lovable nature prevent 
her from becoming a bore. The character- 
izations are clever and all the people 
stand distinctly “on their feet,” as artists 
say. The old lady who fears nothing and 
no oneé, but collapses before Margaret's 
accusation that she has no horizon; 
Ermyntrude Bending, with her great cul- 
ture, and the half-witted genius who 
makes violins are especially good. 

Miss Harraden has more wit than 
bumor, and she is occasionally overly 
sentimenta)l. But she stands far beyond 
the majority of writers of modern fiction 
in sincerity and mastery of her art. “ In- 
terplay ” is the best thing she has done, 
not even excepting her still popular first 
book, “Ships That Pass in the Night.” 

The title is suggested by the quotation: 
“And there was moche playe and entre- 
playe of musick, divers instrumentys 
makying mynstralsy with eche other in 
al maner wayes.”

Pennells’s Whistler Life Nearly 
Ready — Waverley Novels 
Illustrated in Color — Va- 


rious New Publications. 


» HILADELPHIA, Oct. 8.—The 
’ American edition of the au- 
thorized “Life of Whistler,” by 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Pennell, 
is so near completion that the 
Lippincott Company, the publishers, have 
been able to fix upon Nov. 10 as the date 
of issue. This book has been eagerly 
awaited by all who are interested in con- 
temporary art history, and their impa- 
tience has been stimulated not a little by 
the litigation which has attended the 
preparation of the manuscript, as well as 
the mechanical portions of the work. The 
book will be issued in two sumptuous 
volumes, which It is understood will bear 
many features especially appropriate to 
the subject of whom it treats. The bind- 
ing and the paper will contain reminis- 
cences of the eccentricities and manner- 
isms of Whistler, and the wealth of 1- 
lustration will eclipse any attempt yet 
made to bring together an adequate rep- 
resentation of the work and activities of 
the painter. Sketches will be shown side 





by side with finished pictures, and the 
photogravures and half-tones will be 
as perfect as care and skill can make 


them. Altogether the book will be one of 
the most important art publications of 
the year, and as it contains much orig 
inal and hitherto unpublished materia! it 
will be a unique addition to the Whistler 
literature. 

A new story by John Masefield, ‘‘ Cap- 
tain Margaret,"’ is another of the No- 
vember books in preparation by the J. 
B. Lippincott Company. Mr. Masefield, 
who will be best known to American 
readers by his delightful anthology of 
songs of the sea and of the seafaring 
life, has introduced the flavor of the 
Spanish Main and of the sea adventurers 
of the Elizabethan era into his novel, and 
tells a tale of a voyage to the Caribbean 
and to Virginia which should appeal to 
the lover of romance pure and simple. 

Three handsome editions of the most 


popular of the Waverley novels come this 
week from the Lippincott press, “ Ivan- 
hoe,” ‘“ Kenilworth,” and “The Talis- 
man."’ Each embodies the work of a dif-
